The New York HffaM, W W«t hi| on the election, says thai

term of six or seven .vears. Thrt* arc vrrv f4 reasons for this view 
It would give assurance »( a lonirer stretch of settled policy and free 
dom from party agitation and turmoil which operate to unsettle Ims. 
ness. It would make the chief cxeentive free from the charge of oaing 
the prestige of his office to secure a reelection— a charge which tends 
to weaken respect for the office itself. It would put the candidates for 
president on a fair ami equal fooling with the people. 

No one can contend that a contest is perfectly fair with inenm 
bent able to wield the great advantage of possession against a can 
didate who seeks power. It makes it an uphill tight for the man out 
side over and above the real issues involved. It handicaps him when 
he should have an equal show in the running. Many votes are east 
for a president standing for re-election merely hecause he is presideii! 
and not on the merits of his policies. They are intlucnced by the dif 
nity and power of the office. A single terra would eliminate all this 

and leave the popular decision much less fl from impeachment as 

the unprejudiced choice of the people. 

Four years ago Woodrow Wilson made the race for I he presi 
dency on a platform which contained a plank favoring one presi 
dential term of four years. Hut from the time he assumed office he 
has been charged with devising ways and means to secure a second 
term. No man who has ever occupied the presidency has played tin 
political game more stately than President Wilson. He has well earn 
ed the title, "The Master Politician of the White House."' Thus fai 
in his presidential career, in the opinion of many, this is his principal 
title to distinction and it will take more than this if he is to go into 
history as a great executive. 

A Paris newspaper has already suggested that President Wil 
son's course may be firmer from now on. Why firmer? Very evi 
dently because his second term will complete his tenure of the presi 
dency and he will be free to act on his judgment without any 
thought of promoting his ambition for power or without any fear ol 
being so charged. Futhermorc he must realize that his supreme test 
is yet to come and that his place in history will he determined by hi* 
record during the next four years. 

President Wilson is not the only chief executive who has h.ei 
charged with playing polities during his first term. All presidents 
have come under this condemnation, sometimes no doubt unjustly, 
and this is all the greater reason why the temptation should be re 
moved and likewise the opportunity for making such accusations. 

A single presidential term of six or seven years undoubtedly 
would mean much to the peace and repose of the country and would 
nlaeo a wholesome restraint upon inordinate personal amhition. which 
too often is sought to be gratified al the expense of the hest interest- 
of the people. The declaration for a single term by a political party 
thus far has amounted to nothing against the emergencies of a cam- 
paign year. Under present provisions a president elected for one term 
is almost certain to be counted as the most available candidate of his 
party for the succession. Put in view of the temptation to use th< 
power and prestige of the office to influence the verdict of the pcoph 
and in view of the charges to that ell'eet that are almost certain to be 
made, it is altogether probable that the people of the United State* 
would favor the single presidential term and would be gratified to sc. 
a provision establishing it incorporated into the constitution. 

AMERICAN CAPITAL IN CHINA 



Ordinarily the personal column of a newspaper has very little 
economic significance, hut an exception to the rule is seen in the ease 
of a personal found in the columns of :i newspaper al Corvallis, Ore 
gon.

Mr. Oil by 
went from Chicago, in the heart of one the largest agricultural sec 
tions of the United States, to Shanghai, China, to engage in freezing 
Chinese eggs to be shipped to America to he sold in eoinpelilion with 
the eggs produced by his former neighbors in Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Iowa, Indiana, Michigan, and all that agricultural territory tributary 
to the central metropolis. It was the removal of the tariff on eggs 
that made it possible for the Chinese producer to sell his products in 
the United States. The removal of that tariff also induced the Amos 
Bird Company to take its good American money over to China to in 
vest in the egg freezing husiuess Thus the Underwood law encour- 
aged the development of Chinese industry and discouraged the farm 
era of the I'nited States who sometimes find it difficult to get a profit 
able price for eggs, notwithstanding the high price the consumei 
usually pays, and is now paying. 

Although Congress was so anxious to get work started on the 
new battleships it authorized this year that it provided that the Sec 
rotary of the Navy could add a bonus of 20 per cent of the cost for 
speed. Secretary Daniels is holding up the plans for their construe 
tiou and it is predicted by naval officers that it will he far into the 
next administration before the keel of a single battleship is laid. Con 
gresa appropriated #b,(MM».(MM» to make certain government navy yards 
ready to build these ships, hecause of the crowded condition of the 

private yards, hut Daniels has held this work u| tirely. Not a

The collision which caused the mer- 
chant submarine l>eut«chland to 
nbandon her return voyage to Oer- 
many almost at its outset early to. 
day when a convoying tug, the T. A. 
Scott. Jr.. was sunk with a crow of 
five men, was the subject of Federnl 
investigation this afternoon. 

The I'nlted States inspectors of 
steam vessels headed by Captain \V 
E Wllley. heard through witnesses 
ot the conditions under which the sub- 
marine slipped out of the harbor In 
the darkness so that she might Hull- 
merge in neutral waters before day- 
break, and ran down the tug which 
wns acting as her protector off Race 
Kock, just outside this port. The tes- 
timony" came from Captain Paul 
Koelng, of the I lent sell land ; from F 
\V Krapohl, his chief officer, and 
from Hans Kle%se, his chief engineer 
It was given In secret, but it became 
known through statements outside the 
chamber the collision waa an accident, 
dent. 

The Deiitschlands return will be de- 
layed only a few days, estimated va- 
riously at from two days to a week, 
by the damages she sustained and 
not at all by the fact that inquiry is 
being made. Examination of her bow 
today, showed that three plates had 
been stoved In to a degree described 
by some as a "hole" and othera as 
a dent." Her stem was twisted to 
starboard, but the general structure 
of the submarine waa said to be (Irmly 
in place, notwithstanding the force >i 
the Impact which sent the tug to tha 
bottom within a few moments. 

The men of the T. A. Scott. Jr.. had 
no chance for their lives. They went 
imprisoned in the pilot house 
HlglM room or galley and undoubted- 
ly were drowned at their posts. It H 
doubtful if their bodies will ever be 
recovered, although the T. A. Scott 
Wrecking Conipuny, which ow nod tin 
tug, wns considering tonight an effort 
t'< raise the craft to obtain the bodies 

Tug Sinks at Once 

The Deutschland had moved nulolly 
out of her protected pier eany this 
morning and slipped down the Thames 
River to the sound, under double con- 
voy of tuss. She carried a cargo esti- 
mated at about $2,immi,iiod, composed 
principally of rubber and metal which 
Germany needs in the making of mu- 
nitions of war. 

To starboard was the T. A. Scott, 
Jr., slightly advanced and acting as 
pilot. The submarine, moving on tin 
surface at » speed of about ten knots. I 
was about 600 yards behind und half 
a mile astern. The tug Cassie fol- 
lowed as additional protection. Iteach- 
ing the Race the several vessels slow- 
ed down to cross the eddying current- 
of the passage at slower speed. Tin 
tide runs swiftly through the Race and 
one of the currents apparently caught 
the tug unawares. This appeared to he 
so to Captain Koeing, who with Chief 
Officer Krapohl, was on the Deutsch- 
lands deck. In the darkness, the T. A 
Scott, Jr., was forced into the subma 
Tine's course. The collision resulted 
without discovery by anyone of Its im- 
minence and the tug sank almost al 
once. 

The Deutschland was abl 
to her docks unassisted and. In fact 
could have continued her voyage with- 
out great danger, according to one of- 
ficial who saw her today, as her dam 
age did not extend below the light 
water line. Her repairs and her stay 
in port are surrounded by the same 
secrecy that marked the unloading o! 
her cargo from Germany and the load- 
ing of the cargo which she is to take 
back. It is learned authoritatively 
today that the former was valued In 
excess of of the $10,000,000 set by Cap- 
lain Koeing. This amount, It was 
said, would barely cover the value of 
the securities which she carried. Con- 
trary to reportB, the Deutschland will 
take no gold to Germany.
